Due to the increasing complexi- 
ties of local enforcement problems 
in the city of Upland a new bureau 
of investigation wiil be established 
at the Upland police department 
tomorrow. 

In muking the announcement 
Eugene L. Mueller, police chief, dis- 
closed that Henry A. Younge, a 
veteran police officer, has been 
appointed acting detective  ser- 
geant and will-head tne new in- 
vestigation bureau. 

The creation of the new bureau 
is another step by the local police 
department to follow up many 
cases which require plain clothes 
men to make the investigations. 

Mr. Young, who came to Upland 
from Louisville, Kentucky, has 
been on the Upland police force 
since March, 1942. He has been a 
regular vgdio patroi officer but has 
had considerable special training 
in detective and investigation 
work. He has also been workin; 
on. investigations and doing crime 
work with Chief Mueller. He is 
36 years old and the father of two 
children.

STICK OUT NECK 

While the council agreed with 
Attorney Gray on the unquestion- 
able need of the dam, it felt that 
| there was no need to “stick out our 
neck” and wanted to be sure that 
the control of the water system 
would be retained by the city. For 
that reason and in order to protect 
the city from any future develop- 
ments, the councilmen voted that 
ea shorter resolution simply ap- 
proving the project be drawn up 
and presented at the next council 
meeting. 

For several years the U. S, army 
engineers have been making sur- 
veys relative to construction of the 
dam in San Antonio canyon to pre- 
vent reoccurence of the disastrous 
flocd cf nearly 10 years ago.

No More Steam Engines Affer 


T. L. Wagenbach, 
Pacific 
company, in a letter to 
Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet has prom- 
ised unequivocally that the use of 
steam engines would be discon- 
tinued by the first of the year. 

“Our plan was laid, as indicated 
at your council meeting, to have 
this work done so that on January 
1, with the accompiishment of the 
locomotive repair and improvemenc¢ 
work and the cimin!shed volume of 
business, we could discontinue the 
use cf steam locomotives,” Mr. 
Wagenbach said. 

A secre of local residents and 
property owners pretested at the 
council meeting on November 1 
against the continued use of steam 
engines by the PE. through the city 
of Upland. At that time, C. H. 
Jcenes, passenger agent, told the 
protesters that not a single steam 
engine would be seen in Upland by 
the first of the year. 

Raiph Barbour, who led the pro- 
testing’ citizens, asked for some- 
thing in writing to that effect at 
that time. Mr. Wagenbach's letter 
46 the result of the request.

Our plans, as I have expressed 
to city officials other than your- 
self previously, have been to get 
rid of the steam engines as quickly 
as possible upon termination of the 
wartime necessity. The surrender 
of Japan, as far as hostilities were 
concerned, was the end of the war 
but the volume of war materiel, 
although slackening promptly on 
the heels of that surrender, con- 
tinued and in a gradually decreas- 
ing volume is still continuing ‘at 
present. Coupled with this con- 
tinued volume of business, at the 
sudden cessation of hostilities with 
Japan, when we started converting 
from a wartime to a peacetime 
basis, we found we could not on 
such short notice accomplish nec- 
essary repairs on electric locomo- 
tives we wished to assign to this 
line, which repairs had been de- 
ferred on account of lack of critical 
materials during the war. 

Our plan was laid, as indicated 
at your Council meeting, to have 
this work done so that on January 
1st, with the accomplishment. of 
the locomotive repair and improve- 
ment work and the diminished 
volume of business, we could dis- 
continue the use of steam leco- 
motives. 

You may rest assured that « our 
plans will be carried out as indi- 
cated and, in closing, I again want 
tu express our appreciation of your 
understanding and cooperation, ,

What would a gym cost? A good 
one is estimated to run pretty close 
to $100,000, possibly less. Ob- 
vicusly, the present schocl budget 
could hardly provide that much 
mcney.
